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The ‘Wliniatry . “the Walk, The Watch, The Wonk 


Ordination Sermon Delivered in Glad Tidings Temple, San Francisco, June 30 


The characteristics of the walk of a 
minister are constituted in some very 
serious considerations involving speech, 
conduct, dress, behavior, and many other 
important factors pertaining to a min- 
ister’s life, but I shall not deal with 
these so much, as I wish to draw atten- 
tion to the more spiritual phases of this 
walk. 

First the walk must be a walk in new 
life. We read in Romans 6:4, the com- 
mand, to walk in newness of life. I 
often tell candidates for water baptism 
that this holy ordinance should mean as 
much to them as though they had ac- 
tually died, and Christ Himself had 
entered the cemetery raising them from 
the dead even as He did Lazarus, and 
then upon their resurrection, imposing 
upon them the solemn charge that since 
all of their faculties of sight, hearing, 
speech, and mental apprehension had all 
been made alive through His mighty 
power, they now belong wholly unto 
Him, and dare not utilize any of their 
senses for any purpose but that which 
pleases God. Even so a minister must 
realize that his is a constant walk in 
newness of life being ordained to the 
office of a living representative of Christ. 

It must be a walk of faith as is told us 
in II Cor. 5:7. The closer we draw to 
the second coming of Christ, more def- 
initely must we walk by faith. There 
are many who feel that the ministry has 
now been exalted above the sphere of 
faith, and that we are justified in making 
demands upon the churches which we 
serve and the communities in which we 
minister to the extent that we will not 
accept a call without a proper salary and 
adequate provision for our welfare has 
been fully made. 

Spirituality is also a prerequisite of 
this walk. The Holy Spirit through the 
lips of the Apostle Paul exhorts us in 
Gal. 5:16 in these words “walk in the 
spirit.” How needful it is to live in the 
realm of spirituality. When I was a 
younger minister I felt that I could 
justify myself in indulging in frequent 
exhibitions of humor, practical Jesting, 
and a good deal of comedy. When I 
was reproached by my good wife and

cautioned that this was behavior unbe- 
coming to my ministry, I stoutly de- 
fended myself avowing that it was an 
escape valve for my mental and physical 
strain, and since other ministers in- 
dulged in various sports and hobbies, I 
felt I was perfectly justified; but I found 
it caused me to leak out my spirituality. 
Let us preserve spirituality at any cost. 

The walk of a minister must be a walk 
of consistency. The statement that has 
been made, “consistency thou art a 
jewel,” is indeed a very splendid word. 
How many times people stumble be- 
cause they say the preacher preaches it, 
but does not practice it. 

Love is also a milestone in this walk. 
We are told in Eph. 5:2, “walk in love.” 
The latter part of the verse speaks of a 
sweet-smelling savor. Love is indeed a 
fragrant incense, and it should be said of 
ministers, even more so than it is ex- 
pressed of the general body of Christ, 
“Behold how they love one another.” 
Do not allow rivalry and jealousy to 
dominate your nature, for you should be 
an example of love. 

Again we observe that it is a walk of 
caution. The Scriptures admonish us, 
“see that ye walk circumspectly, not as 
fools, but as wise.” If ever we needed 
wisdom, we need it today. There are 
many who feel that ministers are most 
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gullible persons, and very apt to fall into 
any little trap or snare prepared for 
them; but, thanks be unto God, we do 
not need to be deceived, if we look to the 
Holy Spirit for divine wisdom. 

If we walk in this pathway, we will 
find that the floodlights of divine illum- 
ination will brighten our pathway every 
step of the way; even as the Scriptures 
declare (I John 1:7) “But if we walk in 
the light as He is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ His son, cleanses 
us from all sin.” 

Last of all, if we view the whole, we 
will find it is a walk of Christ-likeness, 
as the aging Apostle John reminds us in 
His first Epistle, the second chapter and 
the sixth verse, saying: “He that saith he 
abideth in Him, ought himself also so 
to walk even as He walked.” 

Now we come to the subject of watch- 
fulness. We must needs be watchful 
because we are the children of the day, 
and not of the night, even as we are told 
in I Thess. 5:5: “Therefore, let us not 
sleep as do others, but let us watch and 
be sober.” 

Another reason for watchfulness is 
the imminence of His advent. He has 
warned us, “Behold I come quickly, hold 
that fast which thou hast that no man 
take thy crown.” I fear that some of our 
precious ministering servants will find 
their rewards have slipped through their 
fingers because they were careless and 
did not watch. 

“Watch and pray that ye enter not 
into temptation, the spirit indeed is will- 
ing but the flesh is weak.” Are there 
temptations for the ministry? Indeed 
there are, and some of them are so 
subtle as to overtake us ere we are aware 
of their presence. The temptation to 
become avaricious for earthly gain is 
one that insidiously injects itself into 
our lives. On one occasion during my 
younger ministry, having entered a pas- 
torate, after a period of home missionary 
endeavor during which we were sub- 
jected to considerable privation, I unwit- 
tingly set my heart on the offering. In 
order to teach me a lesson, the Lord 
allowed the offering to become smaller

and smaller, several weeks in succession 
until I cried out to Him; then He grac- 
iously revealed to me the attitude of my 
own heart; and after begging His for- 
giveness for having allowed my spirit to 
become mercenary, He mercifully for- 
gave me and moved upon the hearts of 
the dear people to give me even more 
than before. The temptation to seek for 
power, prestige, and other similar ac- 
quisitions of vanity are very often detri- 
mental, not to say a real danger, in the 
life of the ministry. 


The watch unto prayer is one which 
we cannot afford to discard. Many a 
noble man of God has been the victim 
of a subtle paralysis of His powerful and 
effective ministry because he has failed 
to continue instant in prayer. Every re- 
vival, every outpouring of the Spirit, 
every God-confirmed message is only 
effectual when backed by fervent prayer. 


Now we shall deal with the work of 
the ministry. There are many today who 
feel that it is beneath the dignity of the 
ministry to be found participating in any 
form of secular occupation, that is to 
say, any manual labor which might be 
involved in a church building or its en- 
virons. Let us remember the words of 


Jesus when He speaks of Himself saying 


_ that He “came not to be ministered unto, 


but to minister.” We are workers  to- 
gether with God, co-laborers together 
with the Master as we are told in Haggai 
2:4, where the Lord admonishes Zerub- 
babel to be strong, telling him that He 
is with him. 

Another feature of efficiency in work 
is to be responsive to the call of the Lord 
by rendering immediate service. The 
parable of the husbandman who had two 
sons whom he asked to labor with him 
in the vineyard, the one saying “I will 
go” and went not, the other demurring, 
but responding nevertheless, is  illus- 
trative of this thought. We cannot be 
dilatory in service for the Master. God 
hates slothfulness, laziness, and_half- 
heartedness. 


Further, we must remember that our 
place as a workman automatically assigns 
to us a definite task. There are many 
laborers who seem to be working very 
earnestly, but accomplishing little. You 
have seen men employing tools, being 
exercised with a great show of activity, 
but the results were nil. “Do with thy 
might what thy hands find to do” is the 
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admonition of the Scriptures; and, re- 
member, you have an accounting to give 
even as we are exhorted in Mark 13:34. 
When I was a boy, I once applied at a 
florist shop in answer to an ad; and 
thinking to be polite, I told the manager 
I had come to apply for the position he 
had advertised. He looked at me rather 
sternly and said, “We have no position, 
but we have a job.” You, too, must real- 
ize that there is a job for you to do. 

We must be very active in our labors. 
The Apostle Paul in I Cor. 15:58 ad- 
monishes us, “Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye steadfast, unmoveable, 
always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your 
labor is not in vain in the Lord.” There 
are times when a minister becomes dis- 
couraged because he apparently contin- 
ues to sow and sow while others do the 
reaping. I used to say “I wonder if the 
Lord has cut me out simply to do sow- 
ing.” It seemed to me that those who 
followed me reaped the benefits of all 
my labors while I continued to exercise 
great effort in laying foundations; but 
when I am tempted by such thoughts, I 
am reminded of the story of the precious 
missionary who having returned from 
the fields of foreign service found him- 
self a passenger on a boat on which a 
great explorer and game-hunter was also 
returning. When the boat docked in 
New York, every courtesy and kindness 
was afforded the game-hunter. He was 


hurried through the customs with def- 


erence and dispatch. He was escorted 
in a beautiful limousine to a large hotel 
where friends had gathered to tender 
him a great welcome-home dinner. On 
the contrary, the missionary whose bag- 
gage was scarcely presentable was af- 
forded no welcome, there was no one to 
tender him a reception. He was treated 
with disdain by the customs officials, and 
finally had to take a street-car to a small 
second-rate hotel where he rented a very 
cheap room. Having locked the door, 
he fell to meditating and finally to weep- 
ing. Kneeling beside his bed he protested 
to the Lord saying, “I have buried a 
wife and two children in the graves of 
the tropics, I have given the best of my 
life, I am weak, penniless, friendless; 
Lord, why should your servants be thus 
requited when they come home?” And 
his frame was-convulsed with weeping 
as he slumped to the floor in the agony 
of his spiritual torment. In the quietness 
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You are not responsible for what 
people think about you, but you are 
responsible for what you give them 
reason to think.

The 29th annual District Council 
meeting has taken its place on the records 
and in history with all those that have 
gone before it. As the others, it was a 
time of blessed fellowship, precious 
blessing, and the handling of the busi- 
ness of the organization calculated to be 
for its best interests and the best interest 
of the work of the Lord. This was the 
first time in ten years that this annual 
business session was not conducted in 
the midst of camp meeting, but the at- 
mosphere of camp could be noted there 
in the devotional services and the very 
blessed evening services. Glad Tidings 
Temple was well filled during the week 
nights and the last evening when the 
C. A. rally was held on Friday evening. 

The ministry of Brother W. R. Steel- 
berg, now superintendent of the New 
York, New Jersey District, and well 
known and well loved in what we con- 
sider his “home” District, was very help- 
ful and much appreciated by all. The 
communion service held on Wednesday 
was especially a blessed one, not soon to 
be forgotten. The beautiful new pipe 
organ in the Temple contributed its 
part to the pleasure of the people. We 
all enjoyed the new organ very much. 

The session was formally opened on 
Tuesday morning after. the first. devo- 
tional service in which Brother Steelberg 
brought the first of the many good mes- 
sages to the ministers. 


As the first order of business the com- 
mittees were named and confirmed. The 
Roster Committee began its functions in 
the registration of the ministers and 
delegates. 

The reports of the District Superin- 
tendent and the District Secretary were 
given and accepted with an expression of 
appreciation. ‘hey gave an interesting 
account of the further development of 
the work of the district during the past 
year. ‘The treasurer’s report showed an 
increase in business of 24% over the 
previous year, and over three times as 
much as in 1941. After a short report 
of the assistant editor of GLap Tinincs, 
a love offering was taken for her. 


The Home Mission Committee chair- 
man, Brother C. E. Persing, gave the 
report of the Home Missions work of the 
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past year. Much has been done in the 
development of Home Missions churches 
and in the inauguration of new churches, 
now progressing splendidly. 

A resolution was adopted that this 
District Council endorse the plan under 
consideration at General Council head- 
quarters at Springfield, Missouri, that 
effort be made to secure a national radio 
program over a national hook-up, rep- 
resenting our general constituency and 
local assemblies throughout the fellow- 
ship. 

Brother and Sister R. S. Olson gave 
an account of their work among the deaf 
and deaf mutes. Sister Olson “sang” in 
sign language while Brother Olson sang 
a solo. 


Brother Harry Warwick, Supervisor 
of Religion and Libraries of San Quen- 
tin brought an interesting account of 
his work and the nature of his “congre- 

. »” ry ° . . 
gation” in that institution. 


It was voted that the Protestant Chap- 
lains’ Association of San Quentin be 
given a donation of $50 to help in the 
work of that association among the 
inmates. 


A resolution that all standing com- 
mittees be elected by the Council or 
appointed by the District Presbytery, 
was not adopted. Neither were the 
resolutions to limit the term of office of 
General and District Presbyters. 


Adopted was the resolution that be- 
fore a church is recognized as an assoc- 
iated church, and is listed in our District 
Minute Book, that the District Presby- 
tery pass on the eligibility of such a 
church to be associated. 

After considerable discussion it was 
voted that the Ministers’ Benevolent 
Fund be built up to $2,000, no assess- 
ment be paid until the fund drops below 
$1,000. ‘Then assessments be made until 
fund is built up to $2,000. 

On Thursday morning the report of 
the Roster Committee showed that there 
were 311 voters present, consisting of 
167 ordained, 80 licensed ministers, 8 
exhorters, and 56 delegates. 

A motion was carried that a telegram 
be sent the president of the United 
States from the assembled body stating 


that we stand behind the chief executive 
in prayer. 

After a report by Brother L. R. Keys 
on the N. A. E. convention held in 
Columbus, Ohio, in April, and of the 
aims and purposes of the organization, 
it was voted that the District contribute 
$100 to help carry on their work. 

Carried also was the motion that the 
District Secretary contact the Mutual 
Broadcasting Company urging them to 
reconsider their decision on taking all 
religious programs off the network, and 
in this letter state to the broadcasting 
company the size of our constituency 
and what we represent. 

Dr. H. L. Thatcher, President of the 
Board of Directors of Evangelical Re- 
leased-Time Education, Inc., presented 
the work of that organization and its 
purposes. The Council went on record 
as being thoroughly in sympathy with 
the work of this organization. 

It was voted to contribute $50 to the 
Northern California Council of Church- 
es in the interest of cooperating with 
any effort that is made in the name of 
Christ. 

Brother Fred Vogler, representing the 
Service Men’s Department in Spring- 
field, Missouri, and in San Francisco on 
his way to Australia and New Zealand 
in the interest of Service men, spoke of 
the need of our men there, and of the 
scope of the work done in behalf of 
service men over the country. 

Brother W. T. Gaston, pastor of 
Bethel Temple in Sacramento, was 
elected District Superintendent on the 
tenth ballot. 

Brother R.. J. Thurmond, retiring 
superintendent, was elected District Sec- 
retary- [reasurer on the fourth ballot. 

Brother L. R. Keys and Brother R. J. 
Renfroe were elected General Presbyters. 

Evangelist E. C. Lagmay brought a 
report of the Filipino work and of his 
evangelistic work in the East. 

Brother Watson T. Moore, manager 
of the Service Men’s home in Oakland, 
known as “The Christian Home,” told 
of the kind of work and service being 
done there and of some of the results. 
The action of the District Presbytery in 
endorsing the recognition of- “The 
Christian Home” as an associated 
church, was ratified. ; 

Brother Frank M. Boyd, the new dean 
of G. T. B. I., was introduced and wel- 


comed into the District. 
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It was voted that a love offering for 
the outgoing officers be taken, and that 
Brother R. J. Renfroe be given a month’s 
pay on going out of office. 

It was reported that the District. Pres- 
bytery had raised the salaries of the 
Superintendent and Secretary-Treasurer. 
The Superintendent’s salary is $75 per 
week, parsonage, and utilities. The 
Secretary-Treasurer’s salary is $235 per 
month, house, and utilities. 

As a matter of clarification, Article 2, 
Section 1, regarding officers, was made 
to read “who have been members of the 
District for at least one year prior to the 
time of election.” 

The selections of the District Presby- 
ters by each of their districts, were rati- 
fied. 

After considerable discussion on the 
matter of moving the location of our 
campground, it was voted “that the 
Presbytery and District executives be 
empowered to investigate into the pos- 
sibilities of sale or change of the present 
campgrounds, the disposal of them in 
any advantageous way, and to purchase 
a new site, moving towards a population 
center. 

At the close of business the Council 
voted to express its ‘gratitude to Pastor 
L. R. Keys and Glad Tidings ‘Temple 
for their hospitality during the conven- 
tion. 

A beautiful and inspiring ordination 
service in which 13 candidates were 
ordained was held on Friday afternoon. 
At its close, the 29th annual District 
Council session terminated in inspiration 
and consecration for the coming year.

Beloved Co-Workers: (Psalm 146 for 
Scripture Reading) 


Another year of activity and pleasant 
associations has gone by in spite of war 
restrictions and curtailments to some de- 
gree. However, there is no curtailment 
to God’s bountifulness if we “seek first 
the kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness” and “committing our way unto 
Him” we learn to trust Him implicitly. 
How we need to learn this more and 


more and to enter into the power of His: 


resurrection and the fellowship of His 
sufferings being made conformable to 


His death. 


The camp meeting has been canceled, 
due to wartime restrictions, and I believe 
in due time and even now we can see 
the wisdom of cooperating with the 
travel program, but we must keep up the 
work of our churches and as much dis- 
trict fellowship as possible. And, of 
course, this annual conference is needed 
each year for the conduct of our business, 
and this year especially, due to the elec- 
tion of all officers. 


This has been a busy year.with over 
35,000 miles of travel by car, bus and 
train, which includes two trips East. 
Altogether, there have been 53 business 
meetings held, 98 services, 9 dedication 
services, 3 mortgage-burning services, | 
installation service, 2 farewell services, 
4 funerals, 2 weddings, 5 committee 
meetings, 2 presbyters meetings, besides 
those at the District Council last year 
and Midwinter Convention, 22 fellow- 
ship meetings, 2 church afhiliations, 7 
conventions (General Council, N. A. E., 
Filipino, Portuguese, C. A. Midwinter 
Convention, East Bay Missionary Con- 
vention and our own Midwinter Con- 
vention) 3 camp meetings, Cone of 
course being our own and a visit to 
Oregon and Southern California), 2 C. 
A. counsellors meetings, 6 interdenomi- 
national meetings, 12 California Church 
Council sessions, several visits with the 
W.P.B., and 5 Glad Tidings Bible In- 


stitute visits at school and in faculty 
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meetings, making a total of 241 calls, 
services, etc. Part of the increase in ac- 
tivity has been due to moving the Super- 
intendent’s Office to Oakland, which has 
expedited travel by bus and train when 
gas rationing prohibited use of the car. 


Additional finances by increase of 
tithes has enabled us to reduce the 
mortgage on the Superintendent's par- 
sonage to $1,500 at this date, which 
cost the district $8,000, furnished, last 
September, and we were also able to 
buy additional holdings on the camp- 
ground of $3,070 for which we praise 
the Lord. The Lord bless all of you who 
have been so faithful in your support of 
the district program with your half tithe. 
‘There are a few who have not felt their 
responsibility along this line, but re- 
member, “as you sow you will reap.” 
How can we expect our church people 
to be faithful if the leaders are not? 


I have appreciated the cooperation of 
the General and District Presbyters and 
the District Secretary-Treasurer and 
committees in the work of the district 
and, though it is true we have not ac- 
complished all we desired, yet we have 
endeavored to do the will of the Lord 
and branch out in our Home Missions 
program and campground program as 
the Lord has permitted with our finances 
and workers. Really, getting the workers 
for the smaller places and for pioneering 
in the new places has been the biggest 
problem, but God yet has those whom 
He has called for this work. I would like 
to see every worker amply compensated, 
but I sometimes wonder if the Lord 
doesn’t expect us to trust Him more and 
then He will reward our faithfulness. 
Laborers are needed. How thankful I 
am to the Lord for those who have been 
serving in the Home Missions places. 
It is a needy field and someone must 
take the gospel to these smaller outlying 
communities and Indian centers and the 


State of Nevada.

has ably assisted in the Home Missions 
work and we greatly appreciate this de- 
partment of our district work. 

Many calls have come for loans for 
improvements, building programs and 
refinancing of church properties but our 
funds have been too limited for all of 
this, and also war building restrictions 
have hindered, but it would be a fine 
thing if a fund of $20,000 or $25,000 
could be on hand for just such purposes 
and I am believing the Lord to lay it on 
hearts to help us in this, perhaps not 
only through gifts, but by bequests. 
There are those in these days of pros- 
perity who could give generously to this 
and God would bless. If all our minis- 
ters would contribute regularly of their 
tithes each month, a large sum could be 
built up over a two-year period. Pray 
with us about this. 

One thing I believe the churches 
should do with surplus funds, besides 
planning building programs, is to finance 
needy and eligible students for the min- 
istry. It is not good for students to have 
to work long hours and make big money 
and put God’s call secondary. I apprec- 
iate the willingness on the part of the 
students to work, but it would be far 
better for them spiritually to have more 
time for study, prayer, services and actual 
gospel work. I make this as a suggestion, 
for we need talented, consecrated work- 
ers who have sat at the feet of the Lord, 
and godly teachers, training for spiritual 
work in this war-torn sin-sick world. 

Another thing we should do is to take 
the ceiling off of our M.B. Fund, or at 
least raise it to possibly $2,500. One 
thousand dollars is not enough, especial- 
ly if we have to meet several calls close 
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together and remittances were slow com- 
ing in. We had a sample of it this year, 
and though the fund was replenished in 
a short time, if two or three more had 
passed away, we would have had to wait 
for funds before remittances could have 
been made. Even if we have to pay $6 
or $7 a year for two or three years, it 
would not be much and would help to 
get the funds to the ceiling of $2,500. 


We have lost four of our ministers, 
Bro. Griffin, Bro. Surface, Bro. Harper 
and Sister Ellis, as well as Bro. Harper’s 
wife, during the past year, but our loss 
is their gain in their homegoing. May 
we cherish the memory of these faithful 
brethren and sisters in the Lord and look 
forward to a grand reunion with the 
many who have preceded us. 


Brother Victor Sanderson is the rep- 
resentative of the Service Men’s Depart- 
ment of Springfield and we trust addi- 
tional interest and new avenues of help 
may develop toward service centers, 
camp programs, distribution of Reveilies 
and tracts, etc., as there is much work 
to be done in behalf of the service men 
and women. Some of the churches of 
the East Bay district are cooperating with 
the Christian Home for service men, 
superintended by our Brother W. T. 
Moore, and it has been recommended 
for endorsement. Others of our churches 
in some of the cities are cooperating with 
other church groups in maintaining serv- 
ice centers. 

Sister Bernice Mast, our District Sun- 
day School Representative, is not with 
us in this District Council as she is in 
Kansas City in some special Vacation 
Bible School work at Brother Aaron Wil 
son’s church, but will return soon and 
continue on in the good work she has 
been doing. Brother Maurice Luce, the 
Boardman Sisters, the Baker Sisters and 
others have been cooperating in chil- 
dren’s work and Vacation Bible Schools. 
Surely everything possible should be 
done to meet the need among the chil- 
dren and young people today, to com- 
bat the delinquency problem, and we 
can praise the Lord for workers who 
have this burden and vision for the 
children. 

The C.A. President, Brother Robert 
Carrington, and the other C.A. officers 
have done splendid work in their rallies 
and conventions as far as their church 


work would permit. God bless our C.A.’s 


in these days of war and uncertainty and 
the many temptations surrounding them 
and make them stalwart ambassadors of 
Christ. 

The General Council Home Missions 
Department has authorized Brother B. T. 
Bard to go ahead with an Indian Bible 
School at Blue Lake and the District is 
cooperating with half of the expense, ex- 
cepting in Brother Bard’s support, which 
comes from Springfield as a designation 
from the Cleveland church which sup- 
ported him many years in China. We 
trust this will be a real development and 
stimulus to the work among our Indians, 
sending forth many of their own race 
as missionaries to their people. 

We have had a number of ministers 
come in from other districts and we wel- 
come each one and want them to feel at 
home with us. Christ Jesus makes us 
one, and the same blessed Holy Spirit 
unites us in a common faith and ex- 
perience which sends us forth every- 
where to proclaim the fundamentals of 
the faith and to be ready for His glorious 
coming. 

There has been much to be done in 
connection with draft deferment of some 
of our ministers, but thus far we have 
been able to help in every case, at least 
they have not been inducted, though in 
a case or two, they have not yet been 
placed in Class 4D.

monthly throughout the sub-districts. 

May this con- 
tinue through the ensuing year and we 
indeed continue on as “Pentecostal” 
people filled with the grace and glory of 
the Lord and full of the Holy Ghost. 
People are hungry for God’s Word and 
for the refreshing “Living Waters.” 

The campground is in fine shape and 
we are glad to report that Brother and 
Sister Martin are staying on for another 
year as caretakers. There is a planned 
development program of the Camp- 
ground committee, as soon as war con- 
ditions permit, for new cabins and addit- 
ional rest rooms, but this will be pre- 
sented at some future date.

Servicemen’s Department 

The outstanding opportunity in the 
field of evangelism at this hour lies with 
the 12 million men wearing the uniform 
of the U. S. A. There are 19 field rep- 
resentatives scattered throughout the 
country launching a program of military 
evangelism that will mean thousands for 


Christ in the days that lie ahead. 


In this section scores of Service men 
have been spoken to about their souls, 
and a good portion have yielded their 
hearts to the Lord. Camps, naval sta- 
tions, and hospitals, numbering 36 in 
all, have been visited with Reveilles 
and tracts. Thirty-six chaplains have 
been called upon, and orders have been 
taken to supply their men with our 
literature. They have ordered some 20,- 
000 Reveilles, and also tracts which we 
supply free for distribution among the 
Servicemen. Ten thousand Reveilles 
were ordered by one of the Catholic - 
chaplains, who is the head chaplain of 
the Transports. 

With the launching of our program 
of broader evangelism, and the tremen- 
dous increase in the distribution of 
Reveille, and maintaining our 19 field 
representatives and our staff of 27 ste- 
nographers who write our 25,000 C. A. 
boys once a month, and boys that are 
listed in the files at Springfield, it is 
going to be necessary for every church 
to stand behind this work, not only with 
a liberal offering, but in regular monthly 
pledges, as the cost of Reveille alone will 
soon rise to $1,100 a week.

Nor are we pleased merely with the 
fact of numerical growth but also there 
has been a healthy spiritual incline as 
is evidenced primarily by the spiritual 
tone of our rallies. Almost everywhere 
we have ministered in rallies and in- 
dividual churches, God has given souls 
and baptized in His Spirit. 

Financially, also, there has been a 
substantial increase, and in this con- 
nection we feel it only fair to explain 
to our young people the events surround- 
ing our Service men’s project. It was 
our earnest desire that a C. A. sponsored 
service center be opened, and to this 
end we secured a building in San Jose, 
depositing a check to hold it. No sdoner 
had the check been made out but the 
army moved from the town; hence we 
must needs look for a new location. It 


has been physically impossible for your 
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C. A. president to look further into 
various cities to discover locations and 
investigate personnel for the operating 
of the center. However, Victor Sander- 
son, our Servicemen’s Department ap- 
pointee from Springfield, has been en- 
deavoring to “find” a strategic location, 
and also through other sources we have 
been endeavoring to do something con- 
crete along this line. You will note 
that over six hundred dollars is in the 
treasury for this work and to do some- 
thing really constructive. This is only 
a beginning, sO we are continuing to ask 
your support in lieu of that endeavor, 
and we are sure that such a project 


will soon be reality. 


We have appreciated the cooperation 
and efficiency with which your vice 
president, Floyd ‘Thomas, and secretary 
treasurer, Marcus Gaston, have conduc- 
ted their offices. They are young men 
who have definitely put God first in 
their lives, your vice president having 
recently received appointment as mis- 
sionary to Africa in obedience to the 
call of the Lord. He will be missed in 
our young people’s rallies for his es- 
pecially fine messages of consecration. 
Brother Gaston, too, is entering a new 
field of endeavor, in an evangelistic 
ministry. We are sure our young people 
will receive rich inspiration from his 
ministry. 

The growth of the Christ’s Ambassa- 
dors has increased yearly. And with 
the growth so also has the work in- 
volved grown, so that your president 
has put between twelve and. thirteen 
weeks directly into the carrying on of 
C. A. activity. Many calls to minister 
to local groups we have not been able 
to accept, feeling that not only must 
the work of the C. A.’s prosper but 
also the local assembly of which I am 
pastor. 


It was our privilege to attend the 
General Council session at Springfield. 
At that time legislation took place to 
the effect that our national age limit 
be lowered to thirteen and to continue 


to include those to thirty-five. Inas- 
much as there are so very few of our 
groups that maintain the age limit of 
thirty we ask that our action of last year 
be reconsidered. 

At the mid-winter convention at a 
president’s banquet it was stated unan- 
imously that inter-sectional rallies be 
fostered, and we recommend that be- 
fore this summer is over.that such ral- 
lies be put into operation. 


We believe that the C. A.’s of this 
District will continue to advance wheth- 
er war or restrictions of whatever nature 
tend to hinder or not. 


The work for the young people has 
never been drudgery or effort, but is, 
and always shall be, a special pleasure 
for me and it is our earnest prayer that 
our young people may ever have the 
smile and approval of God resting upon 
them.

graduates of G. T. B. I., and recently 


returned from Peru, S. A., write: 


“Just a few lines of greetings to old 
Grav Trprics to let you know that we 
are once again in the good old U. S. A. 
When our steamer pulled into San 
Pedro harbor, the U. S. Immigration 
and Health authorities came on board 
and we Americans produced our docu- 
ments and health certificates which are 
so indispensible in all Latin American 
countries. ‘They waved aside our certif- 
icates with a gesture, and one of them 
said: “You don’t need those things here; 
you are in God's country!’ The United 
States may not be exactly ‘God’s coun- 
try, but it certainly is good to be home 
for a while. 

“Our ministry in South America dur- 
ing these many years has been in Peru, 
and almost wholly in the interior—up in 
the heart of the lofty Andes. The Pe- 
ruvian Indians, among whom we have 
labored for so long, are usually an open- 
hearted, trusting people, but very ne- 


glected and poverty-stricken, and cer- _ 


tainly as much in need of the gospel as 
anybody on earth. Caraz, our present 
mission station, is situated 7,000 feet 
above sea level in a long valley, with the 
towering snow-capped mountains rising 
thousands of feet to the east of us, and 
the slightly lower Black Range to the 
west. Scattered through these vast 
mountain regions there are scores of 
towns and villages and hamlets perched 
on the steep mountain slopes or nestled 
in the deep valleys, miles from rail or 
auto roads, and accessible only by the 
most primitive mule trails. 

“Missionary work is vastly different 
from pastoral or evangelistic work in 
the States. These scattered towns—all 
without the gospel—present a problem 
in themselves. It is a problem we haven’t 
entirely solved even after these many 
years. The mule is the sure-footed mo- 
tive power of the Andes; so by mule we 
started making trips out into the interior 
from our main station. Little by little 
the Lord has raised up individuals and 
groups in different towns, and in some 
places staunch little churches have been 
developed as men abandon a life of sin 
to seek and serve the Lord. 

“On the coast in the capital city of 
Lima we have a flourishing Bible School 
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where the native believers are being 
trained in the Word, to be able to carry 
the gospel to their own people. 

“Over fifteen years ago our brethren 
in Caraz started praying and saving 
money toward a new church in that city. 
The Lord heard their prayers and gave 
us a splendid building on one of the 
choicest lots in the city. This building, 
when entirely finished, will have a 
seating capacity of about 400. I don’t 
understand why this choice lot was not 
sold years ago, but evidently the Lord 
saw fit to hold it for us, so that we might 
build there a house to the glory of His 
name. It serves as a sort of mother 
church to the tiny scattered little groups 
around us; and now, by the help of the 
Lord, we have room for our believers 
from the provinces around Caraz when 


we gather them together for conventions 


or other special occasions to train them 


in the deeper things of God.” 


A letter, dated the early part of this 
year, has come into our hands from 
Ralph and Jewyl Williams of Hon- 
duras, C. A.—a part of which we quote: 

“The first of this month we dedicated 
the new missionary home and church 
building in Jutiapa, Guatemala. We 
held the annual conference there and 
several hundred attended. Many of the 


townsfolk who would never come near 


the little place we had rented for meet- 


ings, came to service and have continued 
attending since. A number have pub- 
licly accepted the Lord as their Saviour, 
and that, of course, makes our hearts 
rejoice, for that is the only purpose in 
putting up churches. The reports of the 
workers for the past year were encour- 
aging and it was agreed to open work in 
three new districts this year. Three of 
our best native workers were selected for 
this work, and arrangements are now 
under way to seeure places in which to 
begin their preaching. 

“A little over a week ago we came 
over to Honduras from El Salvador to 
make a visit to the churches in this 
Republic. Most of the journey had to 
be made on mules since there are no 
roads in this part of the country. The 
trails were rough and steep and muddy, 
but the mountains very beautiful, and 
we enjoyed our three-days’ journev very 
much. 


“The Lord has been sending in new 
missionaries, and this will make it pos- 
sible for us to extend our borders. At 
present most of them are still studyin 
the language but we trust they wil 
soon be ready to carry on the work they 
long to be doing. This year five couples 
have come to Central America.” 

(Brother and Sister Williams are now 
in this country on furlough, enjoying a 
well earned rest and visit with their 
boys whom they had left in this country 
to attend school. The eldest is shortly 
to go into the navy.)

Pornography on Parade 

Fifteen million copies of obscene 
magazines are sold in the United States 
every month. Canada has banned more 
than 100 of these American publica- 
tions. 

Prior to 1919 there were fewer than 
25 lewd publications in this country. 
By 1935 the quantity of pornographic 
publications had jumped to 291. Since 
January, 1933, there have been 94 new 
obscene magazines to make their ap- 
pearance, which is an increase of nearly 
16 each year, or one every 23 days. 

The foregoing information appeared 
in an address delivered recently in Chi- 
cago by Dr. A. F. Schersten, professor 
of sociology at Augustana College, Rock 
Island, Illinois. Dr. Schersten further 
stated: “The magazines not only parade 
nudity of a salacious type, but they also 
make it appear smart to violate the 
conventions. A flippant, unconcerned 
attitude toward marital infidelity is 
prompted, and marriage as an institution 
is held up to jest and ridicule. 

“Erotic publications produce morbid 
sex consciousness and are potential 
causes of wrong attitudes regarding 
moral traditions and basic institutions, 
such as parenthood and family life.”

Juvenile Delinquency Analyzed 

Juvenile Judge Sam Davis Tatum, of 
Nashville, Tennessee, tried 4,000 cases 
of youth under 17 years of age between 
June, 1939, and August, 1943. The 
facts deduced from these trials form a 
revealing analysis of the causes of juve- 
nile delinquency: 

1. Of the approximately 4,000 cases, 
only 17 were those of regular Sunday 
School or church service attenders. And 
of the 17, nine were found not guilty. 

2. Only about six of the families of 
these 4,000 were regular attenders at 
Sunday School or church. 

3. Over 75% of the youngsters ap- 
pearing before Judge Tatum were from 
broken homes. Either the parents were 
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separated, divorced, or one or both were 
dead. 
Great Missionary Call 

World Dominion states: “A Canadian 
chaplain has reported recently that in 
the English Army alone, there were 
over a thousand men waiting to offer 
themselves for evangelistic and mis- 
sionary work after the war.” 

Broken Homes 

According to a report on the 1940 
census made by statisticians of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co., 4,500,000 
children in the United States under 18 
years of age live in families broken by 
death, separation or divorce. 

Venereal Diseases Jumped 15 Fold 

City Health Officer, George M. Uhl, 
of Los Angeles, reported recently, that 
recorded instances of venereal disease 
in this teeming, crowded center of de- 
fense industry and military and naval 
activity were 15 times greater in 1942- 
43, than in the war years of 1917-1918, 
while the population increased only 
three fold. 

The statistics include only venereal 
diseases among the civilian population. 
Dr. Uhl said, as figures on cases treated 
by the military medical corps are not 
numerically reported to the health office. 

Dr. Uhl reported that in 1942-43, 
19,760 instances of syphillis and 9,375 
of gonorrhea were reported to his de- 
partment. 

The Liquor Industry 

A million Americans are directly or 
indirectly engaged in the liquor in- 
dustry, according to figures published in 
the Christian Herald. More than four 
million tons of beer and liquor are 
shipped each year,, despite over-loaded 
rail facilities. Two and a half million 
truckloads of beer alone are moved an- 
nually, in spite of fuel and manpower 
shortages. 

Bibles at High School 

For forty years it has been the custom 
of the township trustees of Huntington 
County, Indiana, to present a Bible to 
each student graduating from high 
school. In many other counties in. the 


State, the auditor attempted to make 
the trustees liable for the cost.of such 
Bibles. According to Watchman-Exam- 
iner, the case was tried before Judge 
Burr H.-Glen who ruled the expendi- 
ture to be reasonable and proper. EF 
forts are now to be made to have legis- 
lation passed at the next session of the 
Indiana Legislature affirming the prac- 
tice of distributing Bibles to high-school 
graduates. 
Praying Congressmen . 

According to Chas. P. Eisenmayer, 
international trustee of the Gideons, 
there is a meeting in Senatorial rooms 
at Washington on Wednesday mornings 
at which religiously inclined Congress- 
men gather for breakfast, prayer, and 
testimony. “At least twenty legislators 
got up at one meeting,” he says, “and 
told what the Lord Jesus Christ had 
done for them. One Senator apologized 
for his vocal fervor. ‘I am an old-fash- 
ioned Methodist, he said; ‘I have a 
meeting like this with my office staff 
before business every morning.’ ” 

Religious Services Popular 

Captain Maryin L. Chernow, Chico 
physician and surgeon, knows how it 
feels to be a patient but greatly prefers 
the role of doctor. 4 

Captain Chernow, a veteran of the 
Attu attack, is spending a 30-day leave 
in Chico as a member of the Enlo Hos- 
pital staff. During the Attu engagement, 
Captain Chernow was pinned to the 
ground with a Japanese bayonet through 
his nose and throat. Captain Eugene 
L. McGee, who was fighting next to 
the Chico doctor, killed the Japanese and 
with the help of other Americans laid 
down a protective barrage while Cap- 
tain Chernow crawled toward the hos- 
pital for aid.
